On the 
matter of the foreign debts and the balancing of, 
the national budget the two leaders, Mr. H oo­ 
v er and Mr. Roosev elt, are in total disagree­ 
ment as to the method, and nearly total as to 
i principle. 
Yet here are these critical questions cry ing 
for solution, and the Gov ernment has reached a 
stalemate in dca ing with them. The fault is not 
with Mr. Hoov er or Mr. Roosev elt. It is the 
fault of an archaic sy stem of gov ernment which 
has fastened upon a growing country an impos­ 
sible situa; n. 
Fortunately , as ’we hav e said, 
we are soon to 1 
rM of this anachronism. Rut 
in v iew of the crisis i 
which the country finds 
itself, both in domestic matters and in matters 
of 
international 
concern, we wish 
that 
Mr. 
Longworth’s control of the House of Repre­ 
sentativ es had terminated two y ears sooner. 
Had it been so, the new administration would 
now he on the point of taking ov er the gov ern­ 
ment, and the country , instead of waiting sev ­ 
enty more precious dav s, could immediately 
proceed to the shaping of a new policv .
